This announcement came as a sur­ 
prise and shock to M. Delcasse’s col­ 
league« of 
the cabinet, who

A cabinet council was held In the 
afternoon at which M. Rouvier, in the 
absence of M. Delcasse, laid the sit 
uation bstore the ministers.

French Foreign Minister Wants to Re­ 


tire From Cabinet. 
Paris, April 22.— After 
a notable 
service of nearly eight years in the di­ 
rection of affairs, Theophile Delcasse 
during the day informed President of 
the Council Rouvier of his desire and 
intention to resign. 
This announcement came as a sur­ 
prise and shock to M. Delcasse’s col­ 
leagues of 
the cabinet, who 
imme­ 
diately took steps to endeavor to se­ 
cure a reconsideration of his deter­ 
mination. 
A cabinet council was held in the 
afternoon at which M. Rouvier, in the 
absence of M. Delcasse, laid th© sit­ 
uation before the ministers. 
It was 
the unanimous 
determination 
of the 
council that the Interests of the coun­ 
try at this particular time demanded 
that M. Delcasse retain the portfolio 
of foreign affairs. 
Accordingly at the 
conclusion of the council M. Rouvier 
proceeded to the Quai del Orsi, where 
he held an extended conference with 
the minister of foreign affairs. 
The 
president of the council, voicing the 
wishes of President Loubet and the 
ministers, earnestly besought M. Del­ 
casse to retain his place in the cabi­ 
net. 
It Is evident that M. Rouvier’s 
earnest appeal caused M. Delcasse to 
waver In his determination. 
When the prem ier came from the 
interview he stated to his colleagues 
th a t he bore a favorable impression 
of its results. 
M. Delcasse, he said, had given no 
final answer but had promised to re­ 
verse his determination until Satur­ 
day, when a determination will be an­ 
nounced. 
It is believed M. Delcasse will yield 
to the solicitations of Prsident. Loubet 
and President of the Council Rouvier. 
M. Delcasse’s determination to re­ 
tire from the cabinet is attributed to 
the internal complications 
over the 
Morrocan question 
and this 
has to 
some extent been accentuated by the 
question of neutrality in tho far East.

The views of the 
agents were pre­

to the governor 
by Joseph 
Bowes, manager for the Equitable at 
Baltimore, as chief spokesman anti 
he was seconded by Edward A. Woods 
of Pittsburg, Archibald C. Haynes of 
New York and Reginald T. Naist of 
London. 
The agents also presented 
to the governor the resolution adopt­ 
ed earlier in the week by the agents’ 
convention in New* York city. 
Governor Higgins made very evi­ 
dent 
his appreciation 
of the great, 
seriousness ot the situation in the* 
Equitable society. 
His reply to tho 
speeches was greeted with applause;. 
“I realize fully,” the governor said, 
“that this is a very serious talk. 
I 
realize ililly that the policyholders of 
this company have been led to believe 
that it was mutual in its character. I 
will be glad to do anything within 
reason that I can to bring about mu­ 
tualization. 
But I desire 
to call to 
your attention the fact that difficul­ 
ties that arise between citizens in ttie 
state of New York cannot lie settled 
by the governor nor by the legisla­ 
ture. 
I hat those questions of differ­ 
ent cs have to he settled in this state 
by the courts.” 


Sh ou ld Be Settled in Court. 
The governor referred to the Lord 
suit, which questions the right of the 
state superintendent of insurance to 
mutualize the Equitable company, and 
said as that matter was now* in the 
courts, he thought that was where it 
could and should be settled. 
Mr. Lowes told the governor that 
the committee represented managers 
and agents from all 
over tin* world, 
closer than anyone* <dse could be to
